Mr. Connor arrived at Constantinople on 
the 25th of Jan. 1819. 

Of this city as a Station, he writes— 

“ Constantinople presents, in its immense 
and varied population, an ample sphere for 
investigation and labor ; and, frem its pe- 
culiar position,affords a ready communica- 
‘tion with the neighboring Countries.” 

Mr. Connor went to Smyrna, in May, in 
ithe hepe of there meeting Mr. Jowett from 
Egypt. On his return, he took up his resi- 
dence, on account of its salubrity, at The- 
rapia, on the Bosphorus, about 12 miles 
from Constantinople. Here he pursued 
the stady of Arabic and Persian, as a ne- 
cessary introduction to Turkish. 

He has acquired a readiness in the Ro- 
maic, and is gradually becoming acquaint- 
ed with the Clergy and other Members of 
the Greek and Armenian Charches. 

Of his situation at Therapia he writes— 

“ Here, indeed, | am in a barren land. 





Mr. Galloway and Mr. Paterson visited | 
the Tartars in the neighboring steppes; &| 
would rejoice in the additienal labors of 
Mr. Jack ; as they urged for more assist- 
ance, in order that their visits might be 
more frequently made, and opportunities | 
embraced of move permanent residence | 
among these tribes. 

The Missionaries have continued their 
usual labors, in the education of the ran- 
somed who live with them, and in the in- 
struction of the Natives in the vicinity ; 
and they embrace every opportunity of 
making the Gaspel known to the surround- 
ing Mahomedans and Heathens. 

‘The New Testament and Tracts are 
makiog their way thoughout the country : 
and are carried to a distance, by pilgrims 
and travellers. The boldness of Mahome- 
dan Opposers has been checked ; and some 
of them express regret that the New T'es- 
tament is circulated in a language ander- 
stood by the people—under a manifest fear 
of the influence of the Scriptures.

The 
Directors of the Society have ever since 
had in view the establishment of a Mission 
in this highly-promising field. 

In the establishment of this Mission, the 
Society will have the benefit of the knowl- 
edge and matured experience of the Rev. 
Dr. William Brown, author of the “ Histo- 
ry of Missions ;” who has devoted himself 
to this service,and will be accompanied by 
two other Missionaries, Mr. Carruthers and 
Mr. White. They will be joined by Mr. 
Galloway, from Karass, io case it should be 
found practicable to establish in the Cri- 
mea a Seminary for the instruction of Na- 
tive Teachers and Missionaries, projected 
by the Sultan Kategerry, the plan of which 
has been laid before the Emperor. 

In the event of this Seminary being 
formed, it is intended, that, of the four 
Missionaries and Teachers at the Station, 
two shall superintead the Seminary, and 
two make excursions through the country 
for the diffusion of Christian Knowledge ; 
these services being exchanged occasiotal- 
ly, as may be mutually agreed.

Its labors during the year, had been dimin- 
ished by the absence of Andrew Hunter, 
who had been for the greater part of it al 
Karass. During the year 1818,there were 
issued from the Missienary Press, 5000 co- 
pies of the Tartar New Testament, from 


the second edition of the Work—230 co- 
pies of a Tract containing the First Ten 
Chapters of Genesis—3000 of a second 
edition of the Book of Psalms, in Tartar— 
2000 of the Gospel according to St. Mat- 
thew,inOrenburg T'artar—and 5000 of the 
first sheet of an editign of the New Tes- 
tament in that dialect; making a total of 
15,230 copies of portions of the Sacred 
Volume. Books and Tracts, 4210 in num- 
ber, had been bound for distribution. 

There had been issued gratuitously, 
5777 Tartar Testaments, Gospels, and 
Tracts; and 158 copies of the Scriptures 
or parts of them had been distributed, and 
427 Bibles or New Testaments soid, in a 
great variety of languages, for the Russian 
Bible Society. To that Society, the Mis- 
sion is under deep obligation,for its liberal 
aid in the priating of the Scriptures in dif- 
ferent Tartar Dialects. 

A supply of Hebrew and Arabic Bibles 
and Testaments has been particularly re- 
quested; as these languages are deemed 
sacred, by the Jewish Rabbis or the Ma- 
hometan Effendis and Mollahs, with whom

The Rev Martin Schneider, in return- 
ingto the London Missionary Society the 
thatiks of the United Brethren for the 
Grants of 300/ and 1001 to the Congrega- 
tion at Sarepta, gives the following sum- 
mary view of their endeavors with the 
Heathen :— . 

“Ever sineg the establishment of our 
Congregation at Sarepta, on the borders 
of Asia, it was their and our wish, that it 
might be a light in the Lord, for their 
Christian Neighbors on the Wolga, and a 
salt of the earth for the Heathen Tribes 
in those parts. Many years they sought 
among them an opening for the Gos 
but scanty’ was the fruit of their labor. 
The hour of rvisitation for them, seems not 
yet, to have struck. Some Kirgiol Girls 
have been converted and baptized, and ad- 
here faithfully to the Christian Doctrines, 
The Calmucks, of several hordes, have 
shewn a friendly disposition ; but, to this 
hour, the chains of superstition have not 
yet been broken, which keep them in the 
night of the shadow of death, and hinder 
them from perceiving what pertains og 
their peace. Manjfold hardships and diffi- 
culties, scorn and derision, have however 
not deterred the Brethren from 
new attempts towerd collecting for our 
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steady zeal for the conversion of his coun- 
trymen, & walks honorably as a Christian. 

The importance of Orenburg as a Mis« 
sionary Station becomes increasingly appa- 
rent. It is safe, as being the seat of the 
Provincial Government ; and it not only afe 
fords, in itself, opportunities of usefulness, 
among the resident Mahomedans and those 
who vieil it for the purposes of commerce ; 
butit is well situated for access to a mul- 
titude of Tartar Tribes, surrounding it on 
all sides—affording a hepe, as the Mission- 
arieS state, that j few years, Mission- 
arigs may be sent Wom Orenburg, as from 
a ‘centre, whose labors may come in con- 
tact with Missionaries, from Astrachan 
on the one hand, and from Siberia on the 
other.

New places of worship 
are frequently opening, which, on such oc- 
casions, are generally crowded. On the 
26th instant, (May, 1818,) most of ts at- 
tended the opening ofa very large place 
of worship at the west end of this island 
(Eimeo) belonging to the King. Pomare 
had requested our attendance on the occa- 
sion. This place had formerly been a 
rendezvous forthe Arreoy Society, where 
they carried on their wicked and abomina- 
ble practices. Public meetings were held 
here, and national and political affairs ar- 
ranged and settled, attended with the most 
superstitious and “idolatrous rites and hu- 
man sacrifices. The congregation which 
assembled in this place made a very re- 
spectable appearance, the people being 
well dressed, especially the females, many 
of whom were habited in the English fash- 
ion. Not less than 3000 were assembled 
on the occasion. Brother Nott, preached 
to them from Isaiah, Ixvi. 1, 2,‘ Thus saith 
the Lord, the heaven is my throne, and the 
earth is my footstool,’ &c. Suitable Ta- 
heitan hymns were sung, and prayers offer- 
ed up, all appearing attentive, and the at- 
most decorum prevailed in this large as- 
sembly. We believe this scene would have 
greatly rejoiced the hearts of ov't honored 
Directors, had they been present. .

The whole 
farm isinclosed by excellent fences, and 
about thirteen acres of fresh land have 
been cleared; eight of which, we are in- 
formed, have been done by the labor of 
boys in the school, in the morning and eve- 
ning. The last season the farm was culti- 
vated as follows : six acres in wheat, five 
in rye, and thirty in corn, besides potatoes, 
turnips, and a large garden. 

The live stock belonging to the station, 
was reported to us as being pretty numer- 
ous; and what we saw was in good condi- 
tion. There are ten horses, seventy horn- 
ed cattle, thirty sheep, and hogs of all 
sizes about one hundred and fifty. There 
belongs to the station some other property, 
as a cart, three waggons, a yoke of oxen, 
farming utensils, &c. 

Since your Committee last visited this 
station the school has been divided, and 
the girls and boys are now taught in sepa- 
rate houses.

How 
many instances do we number, not only before 
but after admission to our churches, in which a 
mistake of this kind afterwards appears to have 
existed.

first of October, 1819, through the instrameptali- 
ty ofa surprising death ; impenitent sinners were 
alarmed, and professing Christians aroused from 
their previous state of lethargy. It soon appea.- 
ed in Smyrna, and among the subjects of it were 
the grey headed, the middle aged and the bloom- 
ing youth; the infidel, the moralist and the 
thoughtless. One hyndred and seventy-five have 
been added to the two Congregational Charches, 
and more are daily presenting themselves; be- 
side some who have united with other Christian 
denominations, An extraordinary spirit of pray- 
er has attended this work ; whele days & nights 
have been devoted by the children of God to 
wrestling at the throne of grace; and the pro- 
mise has clearly been fulfilled, ‘* when Zion tra- 
vailed,” &c, Homer, Smithfield, & many other 
towns in the vicinity, share in this revival, 
Peterborough, N.Y. 

A letter under date of March 15, states, that 
within the Inst threé months, it is calculated 
about one hundred & twenty have been brought 
out of darkness into the marvellous light of the 
gospel. This revival is peculiarly marked hy 
the slow and regular manmer in which conviction 
has generally been matured to conversion. The 
seriousness continues, and conversions ate as fre- 
quent as at any former period.

A revival commenced in this town, about the 
first of January last. The church at that time 
was reduced to about thirty members, of which 
only four were males.

. FOREIGN NEWS, 
LATEST FROM ENGLAND, — 


London, Feb. 24,—The Civil Power having re- 
ceived information that a gang of ruffiaps hejd 
meetings for the purpose of organizing n plan fer 
the assassination of His Majesty's Ministers, when 
to be assembied at the Earl of Bathorst's, a par- 
ty of twelve of the Bow street patrol, headed by 
Richard Birney, Esq. proceeded to their reudea- 
vous in Cato-strect, and found them deliberating 
in a loft, the only approach to which was a nar- 
row ladder. Ruthven, the patrol, led the way, 
and on forcing the door, found from 20 to 30 men, 
engaged apparently in loading guns, aud arming 
themselves with swords. On the tables lay cut- . 
lasses, bayonets, swords, cartridges, &c. As the 
officers entered, the assassins all started up, avd 
oue of them, supposed to be the notorious This- 
tlewood, (the editor of the Black Dwarf) brandish- - 
ed a long sword, and when one of the patsol, 
Smithers, was advancing, the raffian stabbed him | 
to the heart, and he instantly expired. — 

The lights were then extinguished, and a 
scene of confusion and horror continued ; the con- 
spirators keeping up an incessant fire ; and the 
Magistrate and officers, making exertions to ar- 
rest them. Soon after, Capt. Filsclarence, (son 
of the Dake of Clarence) airived with a detach- 
ment of guards, and surrounded the house ; and 
the Captain and four others, ascended the ladder 





amidst the whizzing of baile, and the flasbes of

caped under the darkness of the night. ‘They

color.) Ings is a hoary ruffian, between 50 and 
60, and his hands wete covered with blood, His 
small fiery eyes glared reund upon the spectators 
with an expression truly horrible. The office 
was crowded with soldiers and officers, bringing 
in arms ard ammunitions of various kinds, which 
pad been taken on the premises; muskets, nA 
swords, carbines, pistols, bluuderbusses, belts a 

cartouch boxes, ball cartridges, gun powder,found 
loose in the pockets of the prisoner, haveisaks and 
a large number of singularly constructed stilettos. 

Thistlewood was among those who escaped, 

and immediately an advertisement was issued, of- 
fering 100 pounds reward for his apprehension. 

{ Soon after, Lavender, and other peace officers, 
found Thistlewood in bed, at his house, seized 
him, and instantly conveyed him to Bow Street, 
the crowd, as he passed, exclaiming, ** Hang the 
villain.”

INTERESTING NARRATIVE 
Of the wonderful Escape of an Officer lost in the 
Wilds of Caffraria, Africa. 
Extract of a letter from an Officer serving with 
the army in Caffraria, just received in London. 

‘I have now been three months under canvas, 
exposed to most inclement weather, cut off fora 
long time from communication with the colony, 
from the rivers being swollen, and deprived of 
the comforts of life, and almost its necessaries. — 
On my first entering this country, 1 wrote a long 
letter describing the alarming state of the settle- 
ment, from the dreadful depredations and exces- 


sions, accompanied with a general attack by their | 
tary depot at Graham’s Tewn. The small mili-| 
tary force of Europeans opposed to the Caffres, 

not exceeding 250 men, rendered the event at 

first extremely dubious. The Caffres made a} 
tremendous charge from an elevated height, witb | 
a hideous yell, and had they not suddenly stop- | 
ped on approaching us, must, in spite of every | 
effort on our part, have overwhelmed & destroy-/ 
edevery soul. Divine Providence, ever watch- 
ful, interposed at this critical juncture. The 
Caffres stood motionless, allowing our troops to 
mow them down by hundreds, till, panic struck | 
with viewing the dreadful effects of musketry &' 
field ordnance, they retired in a body, after three | 
hours and a half conflict, leaving abeut 500 kill- 
ed on the field, and.as many more wounded. The 
charge of the Caffres was firm, regularly conduct- 
ed, and with a rapidity of foot almost incredible. | 
Their immense force and wérlike appearance, |

‘No!’ exclaimed he, (the tears rolling 
down his youthful cheeks,) ‘I’ll starve first.’ 
He then said, ‘ there are plenty of books 
to be bought beside this: why do you love 
the Bible somuch? He replied, ‘No 
book has stood my friend so much as my 
Bible.” *‘ Why, what bas your Bible done 
for you ? said he. He answered, ‘ when I 
was a little boy about seven years of age, | 
became a sunday scholar, in London ; 
through the kind attention of my master, | 
soon learnt to read my Bible :—this Bible, 
young as | was, shewedme that I was a 
sinner, and a great one too ; it also pointed 
me toa Saviour; and I thank God that I 
have found mercy at the hands of Christ, 
and ani not ashamed to confess him before 
the world.’
